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INTBODU CTOBY  BEMABKS. 

On  April  1st,  1937,  the  Urban  Districts  of  Ardsley  East 
and  West  (with  the  exception  of  a  small  area  of  Ardsley  East) 
and  the  Urban  Districts  of  Drighlington  and  Gildersome  were 
amalgamated  with  the  Borough  of  Morley. 

In  consequence  of  this,  the  area  of  this  Borough  has  been 
increased  from  3,385  acres  to  9,529  acres  and  the  population 
increased  from  22,100  (mid.  1936)  to  39,210  (mid.  1937). 

The  present  Borough  has  five  Centres  of  population  corres¬ 
ponding  to  the  original  Districts  and  this  arrangement  is 
referred  to  under  the  headings  of  the  provision  of  the  various 
health  services  for  the  enlarged  Borough. 

The  enlargement  has  called  for  a  re-organization  of  the 
services  throughout  the  area  and  an  increase  in  staff. 

In  some  cases,  services  originally  provided,  have  been 
retained  (see  under  hospitals  and  certain  clinics). 

In  other  cases  new  services  have  been  provided,  new  clinics 
established,  etc. 

These  matters  are  described  in  the  body  of  the  Beport. 

Certain  of  the  Health  Services  in  the  new  Districts  of  the 
Borough  were  taken  over  from  the  Urban  Districts,  but  many 
of  the  Health  Services,  including  the  Welfare  Services  and  the 
School  Medical  Service,  were  taken  over  from  the  West  Biding 
County  Authority. 
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SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

The  chief  occupation  in  this  District  is  the  manufacture  of 
woollen  cloth  together  with  related  processes  such  as  dyeing. 

Many  women  are  engaged  in  this  work  in  the  mills  scattered 
throughout  the  Borough. 

Quarrying  is  an  important  industry  and  glass  manufacture 
is  carried  on.  Various  engineering  industries  are  established, 
some  in  connection  with  the  local  textile  trade  and  there  is  an 
iron  foundry  in  Grildersome.  There  is  an  important  railway 
junction  in  Ardsley.  Very  little  coal  mining  is  carried  on  now. 
One  colliery  is  continuing  in  work,  but  a  number  of  men  are 
resident  in  Morley  and  employed  in  collieries  in  neighbouring 
districts.  There  is  one  large  leather  tanning  works. 

Considerable  agricultural  work,  including  the  production 
of  milk  is  carried  on,  especially  in  the  new  Districts. 

Various  subsidiary  industries  exist  and  amongst  these  are 
mentioned  the  manufacture  of  bricks,  tiles  and  building 
materials,  and  the  manufacture  of  fish  meal. 

Unemployment  figures  were  low  at  the  beginning’  of  1937 
and  continued  at  a  low  rate  until  the  middle  of  the  year,  but 
from  that  time  the  unemployment  figures  began  to  rise  and 
reached  a  high  level  at  the  end  of  December. 

The  trade  affected  was  the  textile  and  conditions  have 
remained  bad  to  the  present  date. 

Employment  has  been  satisfactorily  maintained  in  the  other 
trades  and  has  been  good  in  connection  with  the  building  trade. 

SECTION  B. — GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  FOR  THE  AREA. 

(ii)  (a)  LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

All  specimens  for  laboratory  examination  (chemical  and 
bacteriological)  are  sent  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  at  Wakefield. 

In  addition  to  swabs  and  other  pathological  specimens, 
samples  of  milk  and  samples  of  water  and  of  swimming  bath 
waters  are  examined  at  this  Laboratory.

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(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(1)  General  Accident  and  Sickness. 

One  Ambulance  is  owned  by  the  Local  Authority.  This 
service  is  insufficient  for  local  requirements  (900  to  1,000 
per  annum).  When  necessary  an  ambulance  may  be  hired 
from  a  private  firm.  This,  however,  necessitates  some  delay. 
One  further  ambulance  owned  by  the  Local  Authority  would 
improve  the  efficiency  of  this  ambulance  service. 

The  scale  of  fees  in  respect  of  the  use  of  the  ambulance 
services  (non-infectious  and  accident)  is  as  follows  :  —

(2)  Maternity. 

The  ambulance  service  referred  to  under  (1)  above  is 
available,  and  the  remarks  in  that  section  apply. 

(3)  Infectious  Cases. 

(a)  Morley  and  Churwell,  original  Area. 

One  horse  drawn  ambulance.  Ho  horse  kept  by  the 
Local  Authority,  but  a  horse  is  hired  from  a  local  contractor 
when  the  ambulance  is  required. 

This  service  would  be  considerably  improved  if  a  motor 
ambulance  was  retained  by  the  Local  Authority  for  infectious 
cases. 

(b)  Gildersome  and  Hrighlington  Districts. 

Motor  ambulance  owned  bv  the  Oakwell  Hall  Joint 
Hospital  Board.  Satisfactory  service. 

(c)  Ardsley  East  and  West. 

Motor  ambulance  owned  by  the  Carr  Gate  Joint  Hospital 
Board.  Satisfactory  service. 

(d)  All  Districts. 

Cases  sent  to  other  Hospitals,  e.g.,  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds.  A  Motor  ambulance  is  hired. 
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A  motor  ambulance  provided  under  (3)  (a)  above,  would 
obviate  the  necessity  for  this  hire. 

(c)  NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

The  District  Nursing*  in  the  Borough  of  Morley  is  under¬ 
taken  by  four  Nursing  Associations. 

The  Morley  Nursing  Association,  which  now  covers  the 
original  Morley  Area  and  Churwell,  together  with  the  Gilder- 
some  Ward. 

The  West  Ardsley  Nursing  Association,  serving  the  West 
Ardsley  Ward. 

The  Thorpe  and  Ardsley  Nursing  Association  serving  the 
East  Ardsley  Ward,  and  the  Drighlington  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  serving  the  Drighlington  Ward. 

The  arrangements  are  efficient. 

Under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  the  Morley  Council 
has  decided  to  make  the  following  grants  to  these  various 
Associations  for  the  period  of  one  year,  further  consideration

The  Clinic  arrangements  have  undergone  a  complete 
re-arrangement  since  the  amalgamation  in  1937. 

The  present  Borough  of  Morley  has  five  main  centres  of 
population,  these  being  the  original  area  of  Morley  and  Chur¬ 
well,  Ardsley  East,  Ardsley  West,  Drighlington  and  Gilder- 
some.  Owing  to  the  distances  between  these  various  centres 
of  population,  it  has  been  necessary  to  arrange  for  the  various 
Welfare  Centres,  Clinics,  etc.,  to  be  held  in  each  of  these 
districts,  and  a  list  is  given  below  under  the  appropriate 
headings  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres,  Ante-natal  Clinics, 
School  Clinics,  etc.,  which  are  carried  on  at  present,

The  ante-natal  clinic  in  connection  with  the  Maternity 
Home  is  held  each  Monday  evening  from  4  p.m.  to  7-30  p.m. 

This  clinic  is  reserved  exclusively  for  patients  hooking 
beds  in  the  Maternity  Home  for  their  confinements. 

Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home,  Post-natal  Clinic. 

This  clinic,  again  reserved  exclusively  for  patients  con¬ 
fined  in  the  Maternity  Home,  is  held  at  2-30  p.m.  alternate 
Fridays. 

Patients  on  discharge  from  the  Home,  are  encouraged  to 
return  for  post-natal  examination  at  this  Clinic  and  a  letter  of 
invitation  is  sent  to  each  patient  six  weeks  after  discharge, 
making  an  appointment  for  the  post-natal  clinic  and  inviting 
attendance  at  that  time. 

DISTRICT  ANTE  NATAL  AND  POST-NATAL  CLINICS.

The  General  and  Special  Hospitals  which  are  available  for 
residents  in  the  Borough  of  Morley,  have  been  described  in 
previous  Annual  Reports. 

During  1937,  the  Morley  Corporation  made  arrangements 
with  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  with  the  West  Riding 
County  Council,  and  with  the  Wakefield  Corporation  whereby 
Maternity  patients  from  this  Borough  would  be  accepted  into 
the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  the  County  Hospital,  Staincliffe, 
and  the  Wakefield  Maternity  Home  respectively,  and  the

Morley  Corporation  would  be  responsible  for  the  cost  of  treat¬ 
ment  incurred,  except  that,  in  the  case  of  the  Leeds  Maternity 
Hospital,  the  Hospital  would  accept  Morley  Residents  who  were 
contributors  to  the  Leeds  Workpeople’s  Hospital  Fund  and 
consequently  entitled  to  benefit  under  this  Fund  without  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  Local  Authority  and  no  claim  would  be  made  on 
the  Morley  Corporation  in  respect  of  the  costs  incurred  in 
treating*  these  patients.  The  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  would, 
however,  be  entitled  to  recover  some  part  of  the  cost  of  treatment 
from  these  patients,  but  would  not,  in  any  particular  case  recover 
more  than  the  Local  Authority  would  have  recovered  under  their 
approved  scales,  had  the  Local  Authority  been  responsible  for 
the  cost  of  treatment. 

Further  reference  is  made  to  these  arrangements  under  the 
heading  of  “Maternity  Services.” 


3.— MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE. 

(1)  MIDWIFERY  AND  MATERNITY  SERVICES. 

A. — Lying-in  Accommodation. 

Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home. 

The  normal  accommodation  of  this  Maternity  Home  is 
eight  lying-in  beds,  two  labour  beds  and  one  isolation  bed. 
There  are  two  lying-in  wards,  each  with  four  beds,  one  isolation 
ward  with  one  bed,  and  two  labour  wards,  each  with  one  bed. 

There  is  an  operating  theatre  provided  and  a  receiving  room 
used  for  the  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinic. 

The  resident  Stalf  includes  the  Matron,  two  Staff  Nurses 
and  three  Probationer  Nurses.  Lying-in  patients  are  attended 
by  the  Resident  Staff.  Any  necessary  Medical  Attention  is  given 
by  the  patients’  own  Medical  Attendants.  The  Services  of  a 
Consulting  Surgeon  are  retained  for  the  Home.  Major  operative 
work  is  undertaken  when  called  for. 


The  ante-natal  and  post-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by  the 
Medical  Superintendent. 

181  patients  were  admitted  to  the  Maternity  Home  in  1937 
as  compared  with  205  in  1936.

Maternity  patients  from  this  Borough  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  to  Hie  County  Hospital, 
Staincliffe,  and  to  the  Wakefield  Corporation  Maternity  Home 
under  arrangements  made  by  this  Local  Authority.  (See 
notes  under  Hospitals,  above). 

Generally,  the  accommodation  at  Morley  Hall  Maternity 
Home,  at  the  County  Hospital,  Staincliffe,  and  at  the  Wake¬ 
field  Maternity  Home  is  reserved  for  normal  cases  only.  The 
accommodation  at  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  is  reserved 
chiefly  for  abnormal  and  emergency  cases,  and  very  few 
normal  bookings  are  accepted. 

Conditions  of  admission  laid  down  by  the  Local  Authority 
and  scales  for  the  recovery  of  costs,  are  the  same  for  all  these 
Institutions  with  the  exception  referred  to  in  respect  of  the 
Leeds  Maternity  Hospital  (under  Hospitals  above),  and  the 
further  exception  that  in  no  case  will  the  cost  recovered  from 
any  patient  exceed  the  total  cost  of  the  treatment  of  that 
patient.  This  latter  exception  applies  chiefly  to  patients 
admitted  to  the  County  Hospital,  Staincliffe,  where  the  costs 
of  maintenance  and  treatment  are  less  than  they  are  in  the 
other  Institutions.

DISTRICT  MIDWIFERY. 

Under  the  scheme  of  the  West  Hiding  County  Council 
(Midwives  Act,  1936)  six  District  Midwives  of  the  West 
Biding  County  Authority  have  been  appointed  for  the  area  of 
the  Borough  of  Morley.

This  Consulting  Surgeon  is  available  to  attend  any  patient 
in  this  District,  whether  in  the  Morley  Hall  Maternity  Home 
or  in  the  patient’s  own  home,  if  his  services  are  asked  for  by 
the  Medical  Practitioner  attending  the  patient.

X-RAY  AND  OTHER  SPECIAL  EXAMINATIONS.

HEALTH  VISITORS. 

Prior  to  amalgamation,  two  health  visitors  were  employed 
by  the  Local  Authority,  one  of  these  health  visitors  being 
employed  whole-time  in  this  work  and  the  other  being 
employed  for  one-third  time,  the  remaining  two-thirds  of  this 
nurses  time  being  devoted  to  the  School  Medical  Service, 
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Two  further  Health  Visitors  have  now  been  appointed, 
and  the  present  arrangement  is  that  five  nurses  are  employed 
between  the  School  Medical  Service  and  the  Health  Service. 

Of  these  five  nurses,  one  is  employed  whole-time  in  the 
School  Medical  Service  and  one  is  employed  whole-time  in  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Service.  Two  of  the  nurses 
devote  half-time  to  school  medical  work  and  half-time  to 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare.  The  remaining*  nurse  devotes 
one-quarter  of  her  time  to  the  School  Medical  Service,  and  the 
remainder  of  her  time  to  the  Health  Services.

Two  sources  of  pollution  have  been  previously  noted,  that 
from  a  group  of  houses  in  Tanhouse  Yard  (under  Clearance 
Agreement,  the  tenants  awaiting  rehousing)  and  from  some  few 
houses  on  the  Gelderd  Road. 

Ardsley. 

The  Aire  and  Calder  tributaries  are  the  streams  in  this 
District.  These  tributaries  are  in  West  Ardsley,  the  Svke  and 
W  oodhouse  Becks,  connected  with  Hey  Beck  later  becoming  the 
Bushy  Beck  and  entering  the  River  Calder  in  Wakefield. 
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The  Denshaw  Beck,  lying  in  the  north  of  the  District,  flows 
between  the  boundaries  of  the  Ardsley  and  Morley  Districts  and 
enters  the  Diver  Aire  in  Leeds. 

In  East  Ardsley,  the  stream  from  the  reservoir  flows  to  the 
Hey  Beck  and  thence  to  the  Bushy  Beck.  Carr  Grate  Beck  also 
enters  the  Bushy  Beck. 

Bowling  Beck  on  the  north  boundary  of  East  Ardsley 
passes  through  Dothwell  to  enter  the  Aire  at  Oulton. 

Drighlington. 

The  natural  surface  drainage  of  the  whole  of  Drighlington 
is  to  the  Cockersdale  Beck,  this  joining  the  Farnley  Beck  which 
enters  the  lliver  Aire  in  Leeds. 

Gildersome. 

Most  of  the  Gildersome  Area  drains  to  the  Gildersome 
Beck  which  also  joins  the  Farnley  Beck. 

The  south  westerly  portions  of  both  Gildersome  and  Drigh¬ 
lington  drain  south  to  the  Howley  Beck  which  enters  the  Calder. 

One  instance  of  pollution  of  the  Cockersdale  Beck  by  a 
householder  came  to  the  notice  of  the  Department.  This  was 
discontinued  as  a  result  of  informal  action.

Where  sewers  are  available,  the  Corporation  proposes  to 
proceed  immediately  with  the  conversion  of  privies  in  the 
Drighlington  District.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SCAVENGING. 

Scavenging  in  the  original  Morley,  Churwell,  East  and 
West  Ardsley  and  Gildersome  Districts  is  carried  out  by  the 
Corporation. 

For  this  work,  six  motor  wagons  and  one  horse-drawn 
cart  are  used. 

Household  refuse  is  collected  once  in  each  week.  Certain 
trade  refuse' is  removed. 

Privy  middens  are  emptied  as  necessary. 

A  gulley  cleansing  machine  is  used  for  the  cleansing  of 
cesspools.  Street  gullies  are  also  cleansed  with  this  machine. 

In  the  Drighlington  Ward,  scavenging  is  undertaken  by 
a  private  Contractor. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  as  follows : — 

There  is  salvage  of  paper,  and  this  paper  after  sorting 
and  baling  is  supplied  to  a  firm  under  contract. 

The  remainder  of  the  refuse  is  tipped,  with  the  exception 
of  a  small  quantity  supplied  to  farmers,  and  ploughed  into  agri¬ 
cultural  land. 

There  are  three  tips  in  operation  at  the  present.

This  gave  for  the  combined  area  a  total  of  11,129  houses 
inspected  and  685  overcrowded. 

Table  D  shows  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
recorded  299  cases  of  overcrowding,  1  of  which  was  a  new  case. 

On  the  other  hand  343  cases  of  overcrowding  were  relieved 
during  the  year. 

Cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  relieved  in  various  wavs. 
1.  Not  through  action  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Authority. 

Some  cases  have  been  relieved  through  a  reduction  in  the 
size  of  family,  others  by  removal  of  families  to  houses  not  being 
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Council  houses.  In  some  cases  bedrooms  of  houses  found  to  be 
overcrowded,  have  been  divided,  where  the  size  of  the  bedrooms 
permitted  this,  and  in  this  way  the  accommodation  allowed  to 
these  houses  has  been  increased. 

2.  Through  action  on  the  part  of  the  Local  Authority. 

(a)  By  direct  removal  to  new  Council  houses. 

(b)  By  direct  removal  to  existing*  Council  houses  which 
have  become  vacant. 

(c)  By  filtration. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  Local  Authority  to  effect 
filtration  between  smaller  “clearance”  families  and  larger 
“overcrowded”  families,  the  latter  moving  to  the  newly  erected 
Council  Houses  and  the  smaller  “clearance”  families  moving  to 
the  houses  vacated  by  the  overcrowded  families. 

There  is  too  large  a  proportion  of  one  and  two  bedroom 
houses  amongst  the  working  class  in  the  District  and  the 
policy  of  filtration  described  has  enabled  the  Local  Authority  to 
erect  houses  of  the  three  bedroom  type  and  to  utilize  these  for 
the  relief  of  overcrowding  cases  and  at  the  same  time  ensure 
the  rehousing  of  smaller  families  in  Clearance  Areas  through 
filtration .

A  local  inquiry  was  held  at  the  Town  Hall,  Morley,  on  the 
14th  December,  1937. 

Objections  had  been  received  in  respect  of  Areas  Nos.  17, 
18,  19,  20,  22,  23. 

At  a  subsequent  date,  confirmation  of  the  orders,  Nos  1G 
to  25  inclusive,  were  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

In  respect  of  Area  No.  22,  one  bouse  was  excluded,  an 
undertaking*  for  reconditioning  being  accepted  from  the  owner 
and  in  respect  of  Area  No.  23,  a  bakehouse  was  excluded. 

The  Local  Authority  proposes  to  proceed  with  the  provi¬ 
sional  programme  made  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

The  Baker  Street  Housing  Estate  (70  houses)  was 
approaching  completion  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Work  was  in 
progress  on  the  erection  of  32  houses  on  the  Clough  Street  Estate. 
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A  site  is  to  be  acquired  in  Churwell  suitable  for  erection  of 
approximately  100  houses,  and  a  site  in  Wide  Lane,  Morley, 
suitable  for  the  erection  of  148  houses. 

The  Blackgates  Housing  Scheme  (erection  of  30  houses) 
was  approaching  completion  at  the  end  of  1937. 

A  further  site  has  been  acquired  at  Hill  Top  and  54  houses 
will  be  erected  there. 

The  first  group  of  30  houses  has  been  completed  at  Moor¬ 
head,  Gildersome,  and  work  is  in  progress  in  the  final  instal¬ 
ment  of  28  houses. 

Further  estates  are  projected  to  enable  the  Housing  pro¬ 
gramme  to  be  carried  through.

SECTION  E.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 

OE  EOOD. 

(a)  MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  arrange  that  inspections 
of  all  milk-cows  and  cow-sheds  are  carried  out  by  one  of  their 
Veterinary  Inspectors  once  in  each  three  months. 

One  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  of  the  Local  Authority 
accompanies  the  V eterinary  Inspector  on  these  inspections. 

During  1937,  4  inspections  of  all  the  milk  cows  were  made 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspector.  569  dairy  cows  were  inspected, 
this  being’  the  number  in  the  area,  and  16  of  these  were  found 
to  be  suffering  from  tuberculosis  and  were  dealt  with  under  the 

Tuberculosis  Order. 

In  addition  to  these  inspections,  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
themselves  carry  out  a  routine  system  of  visiting  of  cowsheds, 
dairies,  farm  premises,  etc. 

A  table  of  the  inspections  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors  in  1937  is  given  here :  —

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In  every  ease  where  an  unsatisfactory  report  is  received, 
a  notification  is  sent  to  the  producer  or/  and  dealer,  and  this 
notification  is  followed  by  a  visit  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 
whose  report  is  carefully  considered.  Further  action  is  taken 
if  called  for. 

Where  the  milk  is  produced  outside  the  Borough,  a 
notification  of  the  report  of  the  sample  is  forwarded  to  the 
Health  Department  of  the  District  within  which  the  milk  is 
produced. 

A  reasonably  good  standard  obtains,  but  many  improve¬ 
ments  in  regard  to  premises  and  in  some  cases,  in  regard  to  the 
details  of  milk  production  are  called  for,  in  particular  in  the 
recentlv  added  areas.

The  tables  show  that  amongst  the  notifiable  infectious 
diseases,  scarlet  fever  was  prevalent  during  the  year.  With 
regard  to  the  noil-notifiable  infectious  diseases,  chicken-pox 
and  mumps  were  prevalent.  Reference  to  a  list  9,  “low

Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  in  small  numbers 
throughout  the  year,  but  in  October  there  was  a  sharp  rise  in 
the  numbers  of  notifications  received,  and  this  rise  was  main¬ 
tained  until  the  end  of  the  year.

From  the  onset  of  the  rise,  the  disease  was  widespread 
throughout  the  area  and  notifications  came  in  from  most 
of  the  schools  and  school  departments. 


It  was  suspected  that  the  continuance  of  the  disease  was  due 
to  ‘‘missed  cases”  and  search  was  made  through  the  various 
departments  for  these  “missed  cases,”  and  in  practically  every 
department  where  search  was  made,  children  showing  evidence 
of  recent  scarlet  infection  (chiefly  typical  scarlet  fever 
desquamation)  and  in  attendance  at  school  were  detected.  These 
children  were  promptly  excluded  from  school  and  not 
re-admitted  until  swabs  (nasal  and  throat)  had  been  examined 
and  shown  to  be  negative.  These  measures  were  effective  in 
controlling  the  spread  of  the  disease,  and  in  no  case  was  class  or 
school  closure  necessary. 
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DIPHTHERIA.

One  death  is  recorded  as  due  to  diphtheria. 

A  severe  type  of  the  disease  lias  been  prevalent,  but  many 
of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type. 

Of  the  27  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  15  were  in  school 
children. 

The  usual  administrative  action  of  exclusive  of  cases  and 
of  contacts  from  school  attendance  was  taken.  No  patient  or 
contact  was  re-admitted  to  school  until  two  successive  nasal  and 
throat  swab's  had  been  examined  and  shown  to  be  negative  in 
respect  of  B.  Diphtheriae. 

Similar  precautions  were  taken  with  regard  to  home  con¬ 
tacts  of  cases  of  diphtheria  when  these  contacts  were  not  children 
in  attendance  at  school. 
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IMMUNIZATION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Described  in  previous  Annual  Deports. 

The  facilities  referred  to  in  previous  Annual  Deports,  bave 
been  available  during  1937,  but  no  special  sessions  have  been 
held. 

Dequests  have  been  received  for  treatment  in  respect  of 
individual  children  and  these  treatments  have  then  been  carried 
out  by  the  Medical  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority  or  by  the 
patients  own  ’Medical  Attendant  under  the  payment  scheme  of 
the  West  Diding  County  Council. 

RESPIRATORY  TUBERCULOSIS. 

27  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified.  16  cases 
were  notified  in  1936  (Morley  Borough  12,  Ardsley  4). 

16  deaths  are  recorded  due  to  respiratory  tuberculosis.  12 
cases  of  iron-respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  as  compared 
with  19  cases  in  1936  (Morley  Borough  13  cases,  Ardsley  East 
and  West  4  cases,  Drighlington  2  cases). 

2  deaths  are  recorded  as  due  to  noil-respiratory  tuberculosis.

NON-NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

No  accurate  figures  are  available  in  respect  of  these 
infectious  diseases,  but  the  figures  of  notifications  received  from 
Head  Teachers  are  an  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  the 
diseases.  (See  Table). 

Measles  was  prevalent  chiefly  in  the  earlier  months  of  the 
year  (April  and  May)  and  the  Infant  Departments  of  the  Queen 
Street,  Peel  Street,  and  Cross  Hall  Schools  were  principally 
affected. 

Influenza  cases  occurred  in  the  Infant  Departments  of 
Queen  Street,  Victoria  Doad,  and  Bridge  Street. 

Chicken  pox  was  prevalent  in  the  Hill  Top  Infant  School 
in  the  latter  months  of  the  year,  and  measles  and  chicken  pox 
were  prevalent  in  Westerton  Infant  School  in  December. 

In  respect  of  these  diseases,  no  school  closure  was  taken  or 
advised.

ERYSIPELAS. 

11  cases  were  notified  in  1937  as  compared  with  18  cases  in 
1936  (Morley  Borough  14  cases,  Ardsley  East  and  West  4  cases, 
Drighlington  0  cases,  and  Gildersoine  0  cases). 

No  cases  of  erysipelas  were  admitted  to  Hospital. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during*  the  year. 

In  respect  of  one  case  notified  from  the  Morley  Hall 
Maternity  Home,  the  diagnosis  was  corrected  at  a  later  date  to 
a  diagnosis  of  Mastitis. 

With  regard  to  the  second  case  this  was  a  mild  Pyrexia 
nursed  in  the  patient’s  own  home. 

PNEUMONIA. 

55  cases  of  pneumonia  were  notified  as  compared  with  55 
last  year  (Morley  Borough  37,  Ardsley  East  and  West  14, 
Hr  ighlington  3,  and  Gildersoine  1). 

21  deaths  are  reported  as  being  due  to  pneumonia,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  11  in  1936  (Morley  Borough  9,  Ardsley  2). 

No  case  of  pneumonia  was  admitted  to  either  the  Brnntcliffe 
Isolation  Hospital,  The  Carr  Gate  Isolation  Hospital,  or  the  Oak- 
well  Isolation  Hospital  in  1937. 

PARATYPHOID  FEVER. 

One  case  of  Para-typhoid  Fever  (Para-Typhoid  B.)  was 
notified. 

The  source  of  the  infection  was  not  ascertained.  Two 
persons  who  had  been  in  intimate  contact  with  the  patient  prior 
to  the  onset  of  the  disease  were  suspected.  Each  of  these  two 
persons  had  suffered  from  a  typhoid  infection  some  years  pre¬ 
viously,  and  it  was  thought  that  one  of  them  might  have  been  an 
intermittent  carrier.  Repeated  examinations,  however,  failed 
to  support  this  suspicion.  Two  further  members  of  the  same 
family  were  reported  to  this  department  as  suspected  cases  of 
Typhoid  infection.  ( hi  receipt  of  this  report,  the  whole  family 
was  admitted  to  Hospital  Isolation  and  a  detailed  examination, 
clinical  and  bacteriological,  carried  out  in  each  case.  These 
examinations  negatived  the  suspicion  of  Typhoid  infection. 

No  further  cases  were  reported. 
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ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 

Bruntcliffe  Lane  Isolation  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  has  been  fully  described  previously.  The 
Hospital  was  the  Isolation  Hospital  for  General  Infectious 
Diseases  for  the  Original  Morley  Borough  up  to  the  date  of 
amalgamation.  From  the  date  of  amalgamation,  this  Hospital 
lias  continued  to  serve  the  needs  of  Morley  (original  area)  and 
Churwell. 

The  Hospital  admits  cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever, 
and  Typhoid  Fever,  but  cases  of  other  Infectious  Diseases  are 
admitted  if  accommodation  and  satisfactory  isolation  are  avail¬ 
able  in  the  Hospital.

It  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  table  of  admissions  to 
the  various  hospitals  that  the  bed  accommodation  is  reserved 
chiefly  for  cases  of  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever  and  typhoid  fever. 

The  accommodation  is  sufficient  for  this  purpose.  No  pro¬ 
vision  is  made  for  the  hospital  isolation  and  treatment  of  other 
infectious  diseases  for  which  there  is  need.  I  refer  particularly 
to  the  need  for  beds  for  the  treatment  of  certain  cases  of 
pneumonia  measles,  etc. 

There  is  an  arrangement  with  the  Leeds  Authority  whereby 
cases  of  puerperal  fever  may  be  admitted  to  Seacroft  Hospital, 
Leeds,  and  at  request,  other  cases  have  been  admitted  from  time 
to  time.
